of the 

Calgary Exhibition and Stampede Limited 

For the Year Ended 30th September, 1957 


TO THE SHAREHOLDERS : 

Gentlemen : 

538,376 people attended the 1957 Calgary Exhibition and Stampede, an 
increase of more than 17,000 over the previous 'record established in 1956. 
On Saturday, July 13th, 107,559 persons passed through the gates to sur¬ 
pass by 5,000 the previous record for any single day. Weather was excel¬ 
lent once again and we feel that the various features of the Exhibition and 
Stampede were exceptionally well received this year. 

OFFICIAL OPENING AND PRESENTATION OF TROPHIES 
N. R. “Buck” Crump, President of the Canadian Pacific Railway, performed 
the official opening ceremonies Monday evening and the Stampede trophies 
were presented Saturday evening by the Rt. Hon. John Diefenbaker, Prime 
Minister of Canada. It was the Prime Minister’s first official appearance 
at a public function following his election. 

PARADE AND MORNING STREET ENTERTAINMENT : — The 
huge, colorful 'Stampede Parade moved smoothly and without delay before 
a crowd estimated to be in excess of 110,000. The crowd estimate was based 
on photographs of each block of the Parade Route taken under the direction 
of our Publicity Department. An actual count of spectators in one block 
was taken and the crowd density in all of the other blocks studied in arriving 
at the estimate. Eight fine bands from outside of the Province took part in 
the Parade, but your Parade Committee and Management are hopeful of 
bringing an even larger number to the city in future years. 

Large crowds were again on the streets each morning for the unique 
entertainment organized by our Down Town Attractions Committee. 

STAMPEDE :—Stampede entries continue to climb and this year the 
11 events drew no less than 569 entries. Canadian contestants again did 
exceptionally well and when Marty Wood, of Bowness, was named Bronc 
Riding Champion it was the third time in four years that this highly- 
prized championship was won by a local cowboy. Thirty-four Chuck 
Wagons thrilled the huge crowds each evening in the colorful “Rangeland 
Derby.” 

HORSE RACING : — Agreement with the H.B.P.A. on race purses was 
reached only a short time before the commencement of racing and some 
difficulty was encountered in attempting to setup an organization to replace 
the R. J. Speers Corporation for the operation of horse racing in Alberta 
and Saskatchewan. Formation of such an organization was not completed 
but racing was operated most successfully under the management of Lou 
Davies. In order to compensate the horsemen for loss of racing in Winni¬ 
peg, racing days at Calgary were increased from 28 to 30, at Edmonton from 
20 to 28, at Regina from 6 to 9. Pari-Mutuel play increased sharply at all 
points. Calgary’s Spring Meet was hurt by unfavorable weather and track 
conditions which caused cancellation of two days’ racing during that Meet. 
However, the two days were added to the extremely successful Fall Meet 
and Pari-Mutuel play for the year was in excess of $4,725,000.00, an increase 
of $550,000.00 from 1956. It is the hope of your board and your management 
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that organization of the proposed new “Western Canada Racing Association” 
under the direct control of the Exhibitions at Edmonton, Regina, Saskatoon 
and Calgary, and with Lou Davies as Manager, will soon be complete and 
will help to insure continuation of racing in these cities on an efficient and 
practical basis. 

ATTRACTIONS, MIDWAY, CONCESSIONS AND FIREWORKS 
The platform show in 1957 was provided by the G. A. C. HAMID Corpora¬ 
tion, under the management of Ernie Young. The great Royal American 
Shows Midway was again brought to Calgary and the Midway gross es¬ 
tablished a new record for this city. Interstate Fireworks Company pro¬ 
vided one of the better fireworks displays which we have had in recent years. 

Your management was responsible for securing as an added attraction 
the spectacular helicopter act of Larry Ruhl and Sandy Winters, which was 
used at all of our afternoon and evening performances. This act was subse¬ 
quently booked by other fairs on our circuit and was an outstanding success 
at all of them. 

ATTRACTIONS IN CORRAL STAMPEDE WEEK World’s Cham¬ 
pionship Professional Wrestling was again featured in the Stampede Corral 
on Monday and Tuesday evenings of Exhibition Week and attendance 
showed a satisfactory increase from last year. Polack Brothers’ Circus 
was presented in the Corral the last four afternoons and evenings and the 
enthusiastic response of the public to it was most gratifying. We purchased 
the Circus outright for the four days rather than playing on a percentage 
basis and admission prices were kept low, particularly for afternoon per¬ 
formances. As a result paid attendance for afternoon shows was 23,600 
persons and the evening performances drew more than 10,000 fans. 

LEO CARRILLO : — Leo Carrillo accepted the invitation of your board 
to come to Calgary as an honored guest of the Exhibition and Stampede. 
He remained in the City during most of the week and was an immensely 
popular figure among the thousands of people who came in contact with him. 
At least part of the success of the afternoon circus performances and the 
Friday morning children’s program must be attributed to his appearances 
at them. 

EXHIBITS : — Livestock entries increased by more than 200 this year 
to a total of almost 1,900. Even our expanded facilities are insufficient to 
meet the continued growth of the livestock show. Cattle entries alone are 
sufficient to comfortably fill the livestock barn and thought may soon have 
to be given to the provision of separate facilities for sheep and swine. 

The policy which was inaugurated at Calgary in 1956 of holding a 
National Show for one breed of cattle each year was continued and this year 
it was the Hereford breed which was featured. The National Hereford 
Show was arranged to coincide with the Canadian Hereford Round-up which 
was sponsored by the Alberta and Canadian Hereford Associations and held 
in the Stampede Corral a week prior to the Exhibition. The Alberta Short¬ 
horn Association has applied for a National Shorthorn Show here in 1958, 
and the dairy breeds have also indicated their interest in something of this 
sort. Classes for Guernsey cattle were added to our dairy classification in 
1957 and drew a fairly satisfactory entry for a first year project. 

Our Exhibits building and the “ Big Teepee ” still do not meet the 
demand for a large attractive commercial exhibits area with the result that 
this phase of our Exhibition does not reach the high standards set by most 
of our other departments. 

JUNIOR AGRICULTURAL ACTIVITIES : — Calgary’s first “Farm 
Youth Week” sponsored by the Alberta Department of Agriculture with the 
assistance and co-operation of our Junior Agricultural Activities Committee 
was held in our Agriculture Building the week commencing August 19th. 
The first three days of the program were devoted to an educational and 
recreational program which was attended by more than 70 farm boys and 
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girls who slept and ate their meals in the excellent facilities we now have 
available for these purposes. During the last two days of the week no less 
than 340 members of 17 4-H Clubs from Southern Alberta showed their 
beef and dairy calves, sheep and swine, all of which with the exception of the 
dairy calves were sold by auction Friday afternoon. For some years it has 
been the wish of your Junior Activities Committee to place their energies 
and some of the resources from the junior activities reserve fund behind such 
a program. It is the opinion of your board that the project this year was 
a successful one which might be expanded still further in years to come. 

FRIDAY MORNING LIVESTOCK REVIEW AND CHILDREN’S PRO¬ 
GRAM: 1 —Helped greatly by the personal appearance of Leo Carrillo and 
with the benefit of a stepped-up promotional program the children turned 
out for our Friday Morning Show in greater numbers than ever. Almost 
25,000 persons enjoyed the varied program which included a number of 
selected grandstand acts, the livestock review and- the draw for an excellent 
selection of donated prizes. 

SATURDAY MORNING ROUND-UP:—Interest continues to grow in 
the Saturday Morning Round-Up and almost 10,000 persons were in at¬ 
tendance this year. The program provides at attractive prices a fine variety 
of entertainment including the finals of the North American Cutting Horse 
Championship, the International Invitational Sheep Dog Trials and the run¬ 
ning of the consolation chuckwagon race. A feature of the show this year 
was the performance of the Flathead County Sheriff’s Posse from Kalispell, 
Montana. 

INDIANS : — Once again we received the finest co-operation from the 
Indians of the Stony, Sarcee and Blackfoot reservations who camped on 
the grounds in their teepees and played such an important part in our ac¬ 
tivities both on and off the Exhibition Grounds. Interest is continuing to 
build up in the Tribal Dances and Ceremonies which take place most 
evenings on the platform in the Indian Village. 

MEXICAN VILLAGE : — Crowds were once again excellent at the 
Mexican Village and interest in this unique feature continues at a high 
level. Paid attendance was again in excess of 56,000. Alphonse La Brada 
once again directed the project and the merchandising was managed by 
Whitey Monette, the man who has the novelty concession at the Stampede. 
These two men and your General Manager travelled extensively in Mexico 
last winter in a search for Mexican craftsmen and an outstanding array 
of Mexican merchandise. The result, in the opinion of one prominent Mexi¬ 
can who was a guest at the Stampede, was one of the finest assortments of 
Mexican goods ever assembled in one place. Only a moderate net revenue is 
secured from this project but its popularity would seem to indicate that 
it is a worthwhile addition to the Exhibition and Stampede. 

STAMPEDE ACCOMMODATION BUREAU : — Increased Motel and 
Hotel accommodation in the city has resulted in a lessening of the demand 
on the 'Stampede Accommodation Bureau for rooms in private homes. 
Nevertheless the Bureau which is operated for us at cost by the Canadian 
Rockies Tourist Association continues to perform an extremely important 
service and through its years of operation it has compiled an extensive list of 
excellent homes which are opened each year to Stampede visitors. There 
is never at any time a shortage of good accommodation. 

PARKING, TRAFFIC AND GATES : — The use of cash registers at 
4th Street East automobile gate in 1956 proved to be -so successful that three 
more registers were purchased in 1957 for the 2nd (Street East gate. We are 
extremely well satisfied with the use of these machines. 

The handling of traffic and parking on the grounds continues in our 
opinion to be a most efficient operation. 

PUBLICITY : — Fred Kennedy, for many years Agricultural Editor 
of the Calgary Herald, was hired this year as Publicity Executive of our 
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Company. As a result of the efforts of his department the Exhibition and 
Stampede has been publicized more effectively and to a far greater extent 
than in past years. This department has also produced two souvenir 
programs, one for the Spring Horse Show and one for the Exhibition and 
Stampede, both of which produced substantial revenue for the Company. 

OTHER NEW DEPARTMENTS : — In addition to the Publicity De¬ 
partment two other departments have been set up during the past year 
which in the opinion of your management will add greatly to the efficiency 
of our operations. Max McAra, who has been the Company’s Superin¬ 
tendent of Exhibit Space and Concessions during the past several Exhibi¬ 
tions, has now joined the permanent staff in that capacity. Mr. McAra 
will also promote other exhibit type shows on behalf of the Company and 
his first effort the “Better Living Exhibition” at the Stampede Corral this 
summer, proved to be an outstanding success. 

Tom Hall who has been active in the Company’s affairs for many years 
as Chairman of our Indian Committee, joined the staff this Spring and is 
now organizing the purchasing and stores department which he will head 
in our behalf. 

ASSOCIATED ACTIVITIES: — Attendance at the various events other 
than the Exhibition and Stampede that were held on the grounds during the 
year ended September 30, 1957, was up 7,000 at 1,022,548. Together with the 
increased attendance at the Exhibition an increase of 24,000 was recorded.

It is also interesting to note that at the Exhibition and the Live Stock 
Shows and Sales held during the year, 2,468 animals, including cattle, horses, 
sheep and swine, were shown for prize money totalling $38,600, and 2,683 
head were sold for a total of $618,250.00. 

The Stampede Corral continues to be one of the busiest buildings of 
its kind on the North American continent, even though a few of the at¬ 
tractions which have been held there in the past have now moved to Cal¬ 
gary’s new Jubilee Auditorium. The variety of events presented and the 
relationship of revenue to operating cost have been a source of satisfaction 
to your management. 

The Calgary Stampeder Hockey Club of the Western Hockey League 
met with only a moderate amount of success during the 1956-57 season, 
although Calgary’s attendance was the best in the league by a wide 
margin. The team finished in third place in the Prairie Division and was 
eliminated by the Edmonton Flyers in the first playoff round. The contract 
of playing coach Lee Fogolin was not renewed and Frank Currie has again 
assumed the coaching responsibilities in addition to his managerial duties. 

The demand for Curling Ice in Calgary continues to exceed the supply 
with the result that the Arena Rink operated profitably and to capacity 
throughout the Curling Season. There would appear to be no doubt that 
additional curling ice on the grounds could be used to good advantage. 
The Arena was also used for public skating during the fall months and 
during the Horse Show for preliminaries and some afternoon classes. 
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Our enlarged and improved facilities in the Agriculture Building met 
with the approval of the stockmen at the Spring Bull Sale and the other 
livestock shows and sales held during the year. Satisfactory results were 
achieved at all these events, which are sponsored by the Alberta Live¬ 
stock Associations and operated by the staff of the Exhibition and Stampede. 

When your board acceded to the request of the Alberta Horse Breeders’ 
Association to assume the operation of the Calgary Horse Show, it was with 
the hope that this event could be built into one of the finest of its kind 
on the continent. In the opinion of many persons it already ranks second 
in Canada only to the Royal Winter Fair. The show was lengthened this 
year from four to five days and other attractions were again interspersed 
with the regular horse show classes. The streamlined program seemed to 
meet with the approval of the crowds which were considerably greater than 
in 1956. 

The Calgary Horse Sale which is also operated by our Company con¬ 
tinues rather surprisingly to grow in size and this year more than 700 horses 
were sold at this three-day event. A moderate profit was shown on the 
operation of both the show and the sale. 


ACKNOWLEDGMENTS: — It would obviously be impossible to 
acknowledge individually all of those persons and groups whose efforts have 
been responsible for our success. However, special acknowledgment must 
be made of the outstanding co-operation received from the representatives 
of the press, radio and television. We must also acknowledge the support 
received from the Mayor, the Aldermen and City Department heads, the 
officials of the Canadian and Provincial Governments, from our own 
directors, associate directors, committee chairmen and committee members, 
the donors of trophies and prizes, the members of the Southern Alberta 
Pioneers’ and Old Timers' Association, the Red Cross and St. John Am¬ 
bulance Association and our exhibitors, contestants and judges. May we 
also express our thanks to all of the staff who by their untiring efforts have 
contributed greatly to the success of our operation.

You will observe that in 1956 we spent on Plant and Expenditures 
$91,3,958.62 of which $241,281.00 was money we had not earned or taken in. 

Out of this year’s earnings we have recovered that over-expenditure 
and have paid off the balance owing on the mortgage on the Corral and 
finished paying for the Agriculture Building. These things done we have 
available for future commitments and work in progress $114,178.47 out of 
this year’s earnings, these latter activities authorized and proposed are as 


follows :—

The Agriculture Building has been set up as a department in the same 
way as the Arena and Corral. This facilitates its operations for agricul¬ 
tural activities but also encourages its use for revenue uses unrelated to 
Agriculture. This revenue is important as it assists the Company in making 
the facilities available to Agriculture without charge. As a result in its first 
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year's operation the New Building showed an operating deficit of only 
$838.18, although no charge for either building or operation cost was made 
to any agricultural activity. 

The reserve for Junior Agricultural Activities now stands at $38,160.89 
after charging this year’s expenditures of $4,460.00 and $12,582.00 received 
as a result of the Kinsman Club car award at this year’s exhibition. 

This year for the first time the Calgary Exhibition and Stampede itself 
operated all race meets held on the grounds. The revenue from racing re¬ 
flects the track share of pari-mutuel play, breaks, program concession and 
gate including part of the Stampede Week gate. All direct race expenses 
were charged to racing but no charge for administration, property mainten¬ 
ance, fire and liability insurance or depreciation on improvements were 
charged before calculating the profit shown. 

Improvements on the Company’s grounds have a sound value of four 
million ($4,000,000.00), although they are shown in the statement at $500.00. 

The fact that no depreciation is charged in calculating the profit for 
any activity using these facilities must be borne in mind constantly when 
examining the figures shown in the statement as profits. 

The Cafeteria operated by Restaurants Limited has been a great con¬ 
venience to our patrons and its first year’s operations indicate that it may 
become a most successful and profitable venture. 

The splendid results obtained this year in the face of rising costs are 
a splendid tribute to the talent and industry of our Manager and his loyal, 
hard-working staff. 

Outside of the grants totalling $300,000.00 received from the two gov¬ 
ernments in 1956 for the Agriculture Building all of the improvements made 
on the grounds of the association have been earned by it. Moreover, as a 
result of its activities, large sums are annually paid to the Government in 
taxes. This year the net tax paid to Government exceeded $225,000, or more 
than $1.00 out of every $3.00 in excess of expenses that were earned by the 
Association. 

1 think that it is important to repeat what I have said in my last two 
reports. This Company cannot long continue to meet from earnings alone 
the demands for capital improvements properly made upon it by our people. 
It is the only Company of its class on the continent that has been able so 
far to do so. Uncontrollable increase in costs and limits of new sources of 
revenue preclude the Company from providing out of earnings, facilities as 
rapidly as they are needed by the public. 

If we are to serve our people properly we must look for financial con¬ 
tributions from taxing bodies which have no obligation to provide to the 
public facilities of the type now furnished by this association. 

The measure of our effort is apparent from the facts of this statement 
which show us out of debt and out of money.

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AUDITOR'S REPORT

To the Shareholders, 

Calgary Exhibition and Stampede Limited, 

Calgary, Alberta. 

Sirs :— 

We have completed our audit of the books of account of your Company 
for the year ended 30th September, 1957, and submit herewith the following 
statements which we have verified with the books : 

il. Balance sheet as at 30th September, 1957. 

2. Statement of revenue and expenditure for the year ended 30th 
September, 1957. 

After the recovery of the 1955/56 excess of expenditure over revenue 
in the amount of $201,281.20 the operations for the current year show an 
amount of $114,173.47 excess of revenue over expenditures which has been 
credited to a reserve for future commitments and work in progress. 

Improvements to the buildings and equipment have been made during 
the year in the amount of $70,194.44, which amount includes the cost of 
increasing and paving the parking area and additions to the Agriculture 
and Administration Buildings. 

Provisions have also been made for the Junior Agricultural Activities in 
the sum of $12,582.88. 

On 30th September, 1957, the debentures issued in respect of the 
Stampede Corral were retired in full. In accordance with the established 
practice of the Company, the cost of the Corral in the amount of 
$1,389,974.93 has been charged to the accumulated reserves provided out of 
revenue in previous years. 

All the plants, buildings and equipment including the cost of the Corral, 
are shown on the balance sheet at the nominal value of $500.00. 

CERTIFICATE 

We have examined the balance sheet of the Calgary Exhibition and 
Stampede Limited as at 30th September, 1957, and the statement of revenue 
and expenditure for the year ended on that date and have obtained all the 
information and explanations we have required. Our examination included 
a general review of the accounting procedures and such tests of account¬ 
ing records and other supporting evidence as we considered necessary in 
the circumstances. 

In our opinion the accompanying balance sheet and statement of 
revenue and expenditure are properly drawn up so as to exhibit a true and 
correct view of the state of the affairs of the company as at 30th September, 
1957, and the results of its operations for the year ended on that date, 
according to the best of our information and the explanations given to us 
and as shown by the books of the Company.
